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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on May 1 7, 2005 has been entered. Claims 1,13, 
24, 30, and 31 have been amended. Claim 35 has been cancelled. No claims have 
been added. Claims 1-34 are now pending in this application, with claims 1,13, 24, and 
30 being independent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lo 
et al (US 4,933,967). 

3. In regards to claims 1, 2, 3, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 26, 28, 
and 30, Lo discloses a communication network, manager, and method (See Fig. 1 and 
network 10), comprising: at least one instance of a first object type (See Fig. 1 and 
message service systems 12-14) associated with a first product of the communication 
network; at least one instance of a second object type (See Fig. 1 and switch 1 1 ) 
associated with a second product of the communication network; a network 
management server (See Fig. 1 and administrator console 19) and a network 
management client (See Fig. 1 and administrator 29) including a graphical user 
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interface adapted for enabling a user (See Fig.1 and subscribers 25-28) to invoke the 
network management server (See Fig. 2, col. 5 lines 1-20, and col. 5-6 lines 58-1 1); 
wherein network managed objects define network entry objects representing 
components residing in one or more nodes and resource objects defined by a plurality 
of endpoints and product entry objects representing local objects presented to network 
entry objects and those not associated with network entry objects (See col. 2 lines 53- 
66, col. 5 lines 1-20, and col. 6 lines 1-15). Lo, however, does not disclose separate 
local means or separate instance configuration of the first and second object types. The 
coordinating configuration described in Lo, provides the same function as that of the 
present invention, in which separate local means and configuration of the first and 
second object types are used. The network, of both Lo and the present invention, allow 
for the simultaneous moving and updating of phone mail services and PBX extensions. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill at the time of the 
invention to incorporate the operation of phone mail services and PBX extensions into 
separate processes, as a way of transferring services and extensions simultaneously 
within a network. 

4. Lo discloses all of claims 4, 8, and 16 limitations, except the communication 
network and manager comprising a CORBA compliant interface between the product 
specific coordinator and the first local means. However, any type of interface (See col. 
4 lines 38-42) could be used between the coordinator and local means. 

5. In regards to claims 5, 7, 17, and 19, Lo discloses the communication network 
and manager, wherein the network coordinator includes means for accessing network 
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object data from a directory server (See Fig. 1-2, element 20, 21 , 23, and 201 , and col. 
10-11 lines 62-9). 

6. Lo, discloses all of claims 6, 18, and 25 limitations, except the communication 
network, manager, and method, wherein the directory server is LDAP compliant. 
However, the directory server disclosed by Lo, performs the same function as that of an 
LDAP compliant server. 

7. In regards to claim 27, Lo discloses the method, wherein the step of configuring 
the first component comprises taking an action selected from the group comprising 
removing, adding, and changing the first component (See col. 2 lines 53-66 and col. 5 
lines 1-20). 

8. In regards to claim 29, Lo discloses the method, wherein the step of configuring 
the second component comprises taking an action selected from the group comprising 
removing, adding, and changing the second component (See col. 5 lines 1-20 and col. 6 
lines 1-15). 

9. In regards to claims 31 , 33, and 34, Lo discloses a communication network, 
wherein said network object comprises a person object and said first component is a 
PBX component and said second component is a phone mail component (See Fig. 2, 
col. 5 lines 1-20, and col. 5-6 lines 58-1 1). 

10. In regards to claim 32, Lo discloses a communication network, wherein said 
network object comprises identifies a plurality of components associated with said 
network object (See col. 2 lines 53-66, col. 5 lines 1-20, and col. 6 lines 1-15). 
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Response to Arguments 

11. Applicant's arguments filed 05/1 7/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants argue that Lo does not provide either separate local means or 
separate instance configuration of the first and second object types. The coordinating 
configuration described in Lo, provides the same function as that of the present 
invention, in which separate local means and configuration of the first and second object 
types are used. The network, of both Lo and the present invention, allow for the 
simultaneous moving and updating of phone email services and PBX extensions. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to incorporate the operation of phone mail services and PBX extensions 
into separate processes, as a way of transferring services and extensions 
simultaneously within a network. Applicants further argue that Lo does not define 
network objects, nor allows a user to identify a network (person) object and then 
j perform multiple local configurations of multiple local objects. Examiner respectfully 

disagrees with this argument. Lo does define network objects, and allows a user to 
identify a network (person) object (See Fig. 1 and subscribers 25-28) and then perform 
multiple local configurations of multiple local objects (See col. 2 lines 53-66, col. 5 lines 
1-20, and col. 6 lines 1 -1 5). Applicants state that Lo does not relate to a system 
defining network managed objects including network entry objects and product entry 
objects. Lo, however, does relate to a system defining network managed objects 
including network entry objects and product entry objects (See col. 2 lines 53-66, col. 5 
lines 1-20, and col. 6 lines 1-15). 
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Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bicknell et al (US 4,754,479) teach a station member portability. 
Emerson et al (US 4,646,346) teach an integrated message service system. Matthews 
et al (US 4,602,129) teach an electronic audio communications system with versatile 
message delivery.
